When well out into the lake a sudden 
squall capsized them.

director of the camp, and one of those 
drowned, played a hero’s role. 
He 
was among the few who were able 
to climb oil top of the overturned 
craft. 
As the hours passed and the ranks 
of the boys in the w ater were thin ­ 
ning, Butcher decided that he would 
give his place on top of the canoe to 
another. 
Hi* offered up a prayer for 
the safety of those still .surviving and 
bidding them goodbye slipped into the 
w ater and disappeared. 
A gallant part also was played by 
the camp adjutant. 
He repeatedly 
swam around the canoe instructing 
the more youthful boys how to hang 
on and begging them to keep up their 
courage. 
As tin* boys weakened he 
aided them in every way he could un­ 
til they became entirely helpless and 
disappeared beneath the water.

of “dear old Barbara Frietchie” : 
Frederick, Md.—-Even though con­ 
troversy may range over John Green­ 
leaf Whittier’s poetic account of her 
d( ods, Barbara Frietchie’s personality 
t an imprint on this historic town 
no other ever did. 
From the idealism of the massively 
simple 
granite 
monument, 
which 
marks her grave 
in 
Mount 
Olivet 
Cemetery, to the plate bolted to the 
rail of the West Patrick street bridge 
over the town creek, her name de­ 
scends triumphant into the everyday 
walks of life. 
Many Sites Bear Name 
It is emblazoned on a gasoline filling 
station. 
A chocolate shop also hears 
it. So does a soft drink and a sausage 
stand. 
Yet 
doubt 
of 
her 
authenticity, 
which has split Frederick into two 
well defined camps upon occasion has 
made itself felt. 
Several years ago, with the con­ 
struction of a new community hotel, 
suggestion that it carry her name was 
met 
with 
unveiled hostility. 
Her 
legend was branded a fraud. 
In com­ 
promise, the ranks of the illustrious 
of a later generation were scanned,

Some historian generally have been 
prone to consider the Barbara Frietchie 
tale as chiefly a figment of Whit­ 
tier’s imagination, albeit most deftly 
contrived.

He did, however, pay a visit to the 
Presbyterian manse on West Second 
street. 
He and his party then went 
down Bentz street to Patrick street, 
and hence out of town— past Bar­ 
bara’s house, it is true— but seem­ 
ingly some distance behind the main 


body of his troops. 
Jackson also ap­ 
pears to have been in Frederick four 
days preceding the flag incident. 


On the morning of September IO 
the Confederates broke camp, and 
moved westward, going out West Pat­ 
rick street past the Frietchie house. 
Mistook Soldiers for Yankees 
A version of the story, said to have 
been told by Barbara herself to her 
niece, Miss Caroline Ebert 
none of 
BarbaVa’s relatives witnessed the flag 
incident—sets forth that Mrs. Frietchie, 
nera her ninety-sixth birthday, took 
her silk flag from the family Bible 
and went to her window to welcome 
what she thought were Northern sol­ 
diers. 
An officer rode up and asked 
that the flag be given him, but she 
refused, and commented on his grav 
uniform. 
He left, to return with other of­ 
ficers and men, Barbara still standing 
her ground. One of the men, it is 
related, called “shoot h<>r head off!” ' 
Turning angrily, an officer, thought by 


some to have been Stonewall Jack* 
son, shouted: 


“If you harm a hair on her head, 
I’ll shoot you down like a dog!” Bar­ 
bara kept her flag. 
Jackson, it is conceivable, may have 
had time to join his troops after his 
visit to tho manse. 
Miss Ebert related the story to a 
cousin, who told a neighbor, Mrs. E. 
I). E. N. Southworth. 
Mrs. South­ 
worth wrote Whittier about it, and the 
poem was evolved. 
Relatives disclaim 
that the old lady snatched her flag 
from the staff under fire and engaged 
in Whittier’s dialogue with the of­ 
ficer who ordered it shot down.

Martin Keel, Brother of 
Gettysburg Druggist, 
Suggests Taxation 
For Advertising 
Community. 


City or borough funds, regularly 
appropriated by constituted authori­ 
ties, such as town council here, should 
pay for advertising a town, in the 
opinion of Martin Keet, former Har­ 
risburg newspaper man, new secre­ 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Sunbury and a brother of Wayne B. 
Keet, Chambersburg street druggist. 
Mr. 
Kcct 
advocates 
taxation 
to 
raise funds for community campaigns. 
He would eliminate the numerous and 
ofttimes 
unjust 
publicity 
demands 
made upon the newspapers of a com­ 
munity. 
“ When a community endeavors to 
tell its story to the world and obtains 
the 
desired 
objective 
in 
increased 
population, additional industries and 
payrolls, 
more 
and 
better 
homes, 
churches, 
schools, 
playgrounds 
and 
recreation spaces, 
every 
citizen 
of 
that community, directly or indirectly, 
benefits from the consequent develop­ 
ment and growth of the city,” 
said 
Mr. Keet, at the 
Community Adver­ 
tising convention of 
the 
Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the 
World 
in 
Philadelphia. “But does every citizen 
thus benefiting hoar his proportionate 
share of the cost of the advertising 
which obtained these results? 
“Ordinarily the chamber of com­ 
merce or similar 
civie organization 
undertakes the job of broadcasting 
the city's advantages 
to the world. 
The scope of its effort is limited only 
by 
its 
financial 
resources. 
Its 
revenue are depended upon the co­ 
operation of the progressive citizen 
to whom the expenditure of a few dol­ 
lars a year for membership dues or 
fees is not an obstruction to his vision 
of the future. 
Yet, that other citizen 
who 
scoffs at 
the well-intentioned 
effort of his progressive neighbor is 
content to share equally in the bene­ 
fits that accrue but will not help to 
pay 
the freight. 
The burden falls 
upon only a comparatively few. 
“Restricted 
by 
lack 
of sufficient 
funds for proper advertising expendi­ 
tures, the chamber of commerce is 
confronted with one of two alterna­ 
tives; it must either stage a ‘drive’ or 
‘campaign’ for contributions for its 
advertising fund, in which event the 
comparative 
few again 
must con­ 
tribute time, service and money 
it must recourse to the courtesy of 
the newspapers. 
The 
newspaper is 
asked and expected in the ‘interest of 
the community’ to gratuitously do­ 
nate its space for ‘publicity.’ 
Now, 
space is the only commodity inc news­ 
paper must sell to provide its bread 
and butter. 
Not even the citizen who 
rides free on the 
prosperity 
vehicle 
which community advertising sets in 
motion, would expect the merchant to 
give away his bread and butter. Why 
shouldn’t the city, like the merchant,' 
pay for its advertising space? 
“In these days 
of constantly 
di­ 
rected 
effort 
toward 
reduction 
of 
taxation, national, state and munici­ 
pal, it is perhaps treading upon ques­ 
tionable, if not dangerous, ground to 
suggest the expenditures of municipal 
revenues for community advertising, 
^et, if the results 
obtained 
from a 
properly planned and directed adver­ 
tising campaign be a 
beneficial to 
the city as a whole as the paving of 
streets, the laying of sewers, the im­ 
proving of the water supply, would it 
be amiss to permit the people to de­ 
termine the propriety of the expense? 
“Additional taxation is 
never 
ex­ 
actly welcomes!. 
Yet tim opposition 
thereto recedes as the resultant ad­ 
vantages are realised and enjoyed. If 
the citizenship is willing to entrust 
the expenditure of its funds for other 
public improvements to its regularly 
elected officials, why isn’t it reason­ 
able to trust them with the expendi­ 
ture of funds for this purpose? 
"Whether or not the question of 
municipal 
appropriation 
for 
com­ 
munity advertising i" yet of sufficient 
importance to warrant more definite 
consideration is perhaps a matter of 
opinion; it at least offers a basis for 
discussion. 
But it occurs to me that 
here is an opportunity for research by 
such committee or committees as may 
be appointed to look into the subject 


more fully. 
The data presented at 
this time is more or less cursory. 
In 
fact no effort was attempted to learn 
how the problem is being 
solved 
in 
such states which have enacted the 
necessary legislation nor what results 
are being obtained by this method.”
